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Our First Introduction 


After growing Gladiolus from seed for over 18 years, we have at last made up 
our minds to introduce one of our own. It is named SUGAR ELL, in honor of my wife, 
the name being her nick-name, and we hope that it has as long and happy a life as 
the good lady of our house. This Glad was segregated in 1951, from a cross of STRAW- 
BERRY PEACH X SPIC & SPAN, and the original plant and spike had suffered some 
injury as it grew and opened only one floret on that original plant. However, I did not 
forget the color, and the fact that there were 52 bulblets on that original bulb. It was lost 
entirely during 1952, but late in 1953 I discovered 35 spikes blooming very brightly out 
in my field, and—you guessed it—there was my seedling in all its splendor. I was 
greatly thrilled to find it again. By careful handling from there on we have managed to 
build up a substantial stock; and can place it on the market at a very modest price. 


The color of this seedling is a solid salmon, or a fiery coral or salmon color: opening 
five to seven florets at once out of the ninteen bud spikes it usually grows. The spikes 
stand erect and strong, and we cannot recall having found any of them crooked from the 
hot weather. It does its best as a bouquet or basket glad, is fine for arrangements or 
vases; and keeps very fine in water. A good shipper and opens splendidly from tight bud. 
It is late which we think is an advantage. It requires about 105 days to bloom, and be- 
comes a very useful subject at our place, being so useful after most of the other glads 
have bloomed out. It fills in splendidly in our bouquet sales, and continues to flower 
until frost stops them. Makes very healthy bulbs with an abundance of bulblets that 
stick tight to the bulbs when digging; another big advantage. 


Bulb sizes may be YOUR choice. One bulb 75c; three for $2. Ten bulbs for $5. 25 
bulbs for $10. Sizes to suit purchaser. Ten bulbs and 50 bulbets for $10. We are quite 
sure you have never seen a gladiolus like SUGAR ELL, and are sure you will like 
the color and habits of this flower. The spikes have the form and strength of that great 
Old Timer, Picardy, one of its Grand-Parents.

Greetings 


In presenting this our fourteenth catalogue, we first wish to thank our many friends 
and customers for the orders they have sent us from year to year; and we hope that 
this season you will speak a good word to some of your friends so that we might hear from 
them too. In the event that you do not need any bulbs this season, we would be glad 
to have you hand this booklet to some neighbor or friend who might use some bulbs. 


We have just closed one of the best growing seasons we have had in many years, 
rain right when we needed it through the summer, and fine dry weather for digging 
the crop of bulbs. They are the finest we have ever had. We attended several gladiolus 
shows, won our share of ribbons, and had a fine time with our own seedlings, making 
about 120 selections of promising new ones. Visitors are always welcome at the Nursery, 
especially when the seedlings are blooming. We grew many thousands from seed this 
season, and expect much excitement along about August Ist, 1959. Better drop around 
and look them over with us. We believe we will have over 30,000 to bloom for the first 
time. 


Our favorite, SUGAR ELL, had a fine season, and we supplied cut-flowers for many 
florists by using this seedling for the cut-flower crop. It blooms in the late season, 
and produces excellent spikes from No. 5 (very small) bulbs. By introducing it this 
season, all our old friends will get a chance to see it and get a start with it. Makes ex- 
cellent bulbs and plenty of bulblets. I have counted 128 large bulblets on one single bulb, 
and they are always healthy here at home. 


The Central International Show was a whizz-bang, and attended by over 5,000 
visitors. Exhibitors were here from, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Indiana, Illinois, California, 
Kansas, Colorado, Oklahoma, Texas and other points. Lets continue to pass it around 
from one city to another—one state to another—and all be willing to travel a little to 
show our flowers, and greet our fellow growers.

Pictured here are three spikes of our Seedling “JUDI-LYNN”, which we plan to 
introduce in 1960. This seedling is a light blush pink, with deeper color on the mid-ribs, 
a delioate waving of all petals, and the power to open many at one time in a very in- 
formal, ““one-over-one” fashion. The parentage is (Magnolia X Strawberry Peach) Seed- 
ling X Phantom Beauty. We entered three spikes of this in the “American Home Achieve- 
ment Award” in our 1957 show, where it won over five other entries; those three spikes 
holding 41 florets open in good condition. Two with fourteen and one with thirteen flor- 
ets open. It usually will have nineteen or twenty buds. It makes bulbets very freely and 
has always been very healthy in our soil. We recently received the following letter: 
August, 1958. Dear Ernie: Your seedling Judi-Lynn is a dandy. The first morning it open- 
ed ten blooms, and we managed to get it entered in the Minneapolis, Minn. show, where 
it was awarded CHAMPION SEEDLING OF THE MINNEAPOLIS SHOW. Signed: M &

The North American Gladiolus Council 


This organization was founded about thirteen years ago, with its first meeting held 
in Detroit, Michigan, with some forty or fifty of the Nations leading Gladiolus Growers 
getting together to set up a business and social organization, primarily to supervise and 
assist in the conduct of our larger Gladiolus Shows. There was also the matter of adopt- 
ing a classification schedule, in order that anyone might easily classify and present their 
blooms for judging in any of our shows. A plan, that had been in use in Iowa for a few 
years was proposed and adopted at that meeting; and with a few improvements the plan 
has continued to be used ever since. 


It was planned and hoped that all the Gladiolus Societies, as groups, in the U.S.A. 
and Canada would avail themselves of the opportunity to become affiliated with the 
Council, and further, that all individual Gladiolus Fans throughout the land would also 
become members, and subscribe for the quarterly Bulletin published by the Council. 
The Bulletin has continued to be the information medium for all glad fans of the country; 
and thousands have kept a membership in the Council down thru the years. A new 
Classification booklet is mailed to every member of the Council, once a year in the 
Spring Bulletin, so that each member might be prepared to properly enter his blooms in 
the Show nearest him, as the season comes along. Almost every Bulletin carries valuable 
information regarding hybridizing; and last Spring one of the Bulletins carried a very 
complete list of parentages of practically every Glad in commerce, a very useful book- 
let for those who wish to make crosses for seed production. 


A National Convention is held every winter, generally in January, and many mem- 
bers travel across the entire country to attend one of these meetings, to meet numerous 
fellow growers, and exchange experiences, etc. The writer has missed only two or three of 
these conventions since the Council was founded. The Council has done a great job of 
promoting our favorite flower, THE GLADIOLUS, and it deserves the support of every 
Glad Fan throughout the nation. If you do not BELONG, please drop your membership 
check in the order you are going to send us, and we will gladly forward it along to 
head-quarters. Mr. Arthur M. Reeves, Havre De Grace, Md., is the Editor of the Bulle- 
tin, and if you prefer to do so, you mail your membership direct to him. He will see 
that you get a membership card, and the four issues of the Bulletin, to come out in 1959. 
We sure could use your support. 


The Bulletin also carries many fine stories on “Glad Culture”, care of bulbs in 
storage, and all the things that help the beginner take care of his Glads.

THE SEEDLING FIELD 


For many seasons we have written a short story of our seedling growing for our 
catalogues, usually with the hope that some of our customers may decide to grow some 
seed, and start the seedling hobby. Making the various crosses and seeing the large 
seed pods develope is really worth the effort. The summer that has just passed was 
especially fine for seed growing. I believe we produced twice as much as usual, with 
half the effort. Our seed bed did better than it has for some time too. We believe we 
produced over thirty thousand bulbs that will bloom in 1959, with reasonably good 
culture. 


We made about 110 selections in 1958, two or three of them seemed to be out- 
standing in quality. One was a large brown, a King David seedling, and it carried a wide 
silvery edge, at least one eighth inch wide. A bridge party was in progress at our house 
the day I brought it in, and those four ladies pronounced it the most exciting glad they 
had ever seen. It lingers in my memory as the bright spot of the summer graden. Several 
of our older seedlings growing on test provided hundreds of fine blooms, and we feel 
certain we have five or six in the Miniature size that we should introduce. In two or 
three cases we have over a thousand bulbs, but we have always felt that the originator 
should test his seedlings “beyond any doubt” before asking anyone to buy the bulbs. 
We use their blooms in our flower shop every day, so we are not sacrificing by keeping 
them going. 


Our large seed bed made a good showing this season; the seed germinated very well, 
and we managed to keep it growing fairly well throughtout the summer, and harvested 
a fine crop of seedling bulbs, many of them in medium size. We have always been 
satisfied if we could get a number five bulb from a seed. The No. fives will generally 
produce a good spike of bloom, and make it possible for us to determine if we wish to 
save the bulbs for future testing. 


We planted one hundred and seventy older seedlings last Spring, with a strong 
determination to discard a number of them. As the season ended we found that 112 
had been marked to discard. We feel sure that we could name ten or twelve of the 
remaining fifty-eight. It is painful to give up some of them, but if they do not “measure 
up” they must go. We will probably add several hundred to the testing list before the 
summer ends, in 1959. It is great fun, but many times we have great disappointments, 
and again, some fine surprises. We hope that many of our friends will visit the seedling 
field in 1959, and help us make some selections. The blooming often starts about July 15th, 
and continues until frost. New ones will be appearing every day. You will be very 
welcome.
